At the gonolu- 
sion of the..Itid!an-addj:esh08'hiB Loidahip 
addressed tho assemblage of chiefs. Ho 
lold them that he had been sent by their 
EuLdish mother tho Queen to converse 
with them about their alTiiirs and to assist 
tbem wjieli practicable. He had been told 
by their chief that thoy were iguorant and 
weak, but this ho attributed Jto their hu- 
laility. Ho found them »iut^ a&ft Mr 
ci)oct"d)ie ill a|)pfarance, sober and well 
c-onducteil. Ho said there were three 
|)ersons ia whoso eyes the Indian wero 
alwnvs eqn^d to tho white man, tlioee were 
C;od,' the Queen and tbe'IMw^" His Lord- 
slii]!, iu coiicluHiou, w«rn9d them against 
tbo ell'ects of intomperanoo ond iudulr 
genee in spirituous liquors. 

Hi ) I'AiH-Uency then inspot^ted the Sey- 
mour Artillery and Hyack Fire Company 
and having taken lunch, witnessed u 
sericH of canoe races, drove through tho 
city to inspect the handsome decorations 
and 6ubsc(iuonlly went on board tho 
steamer Uoyal City, which at 9 p.m. mov- 
ed into tho stream, followed by upwards 
of 100 canoes each carrying from Ave to 
ton torches.

Terrible Scenes in Bnl|faria. 

Tho •'Daily News" correspondent 
wiitcB on July 31st:— I have just seen 
the town of Batoft', with Mr. Schuyler. 
Mr. Baring was there yesterday. Here 
is what I saw. Ou approaching the 
town on a hill there wero some dogs. 
They ran away, and we foundjon this, 
spot a number of sku^By ^(p^i^Clil 
about, aud one ghastV j^l^iO^^eleS 
tons with clothing. I *'cdunteaf"«'6m 
tho saddle a hundred skulls, picked 
and licked clean; all of women and 
children. Wo entered the town. On 
every .side w;ere,8kulla_^^^nd__, skeletons 
charred amubg ttfe'ruiUB," or lying en- 
tire whore they fell in their clothing. 
There wero skeletons of girls and 
women with long brown Bi3r han(j!::g 
to the skulls. We approached the 
church. There these remains were 
more frequent, until the ground was 
literally covered witlMtk^i^'^B, ekulls 
and putiifying bcfoiw » clothing. 
Between the church and the school 
there wore heaps. The '■ steUch was 
fearful. Wo entered the churchyard. 
The sight was more dreadful, The 
whole churchyard for three feet • deep 
was featering.'Witb.jiead tidies partly 
covered— handsVJegfljMJBB, and heads 
projected iu ghastly confusion. I saw 
many little hands, heads, and feet of 
children of three years of age, and 
girls with heads covered with beauti- 
ful hair. The churcl^ was still worse. 
The flodr waa covered ' with rotting 
bodies quite uucoTere.d, I never im- 
agined anything BO ^fearful. There 
were three thousand bodies in tho 
churchyard and church. Wo wero 
obliged to hold tobacco to our noses. 
In the school, a fine building, two 
hundred .won^ein^ and children had been 
burned alive.' All over the town there 
wero tho same scenes. In some jjlaces 
heaps of bodies buried in shallow 
holes had been uncovered by the dogs,. 
The bunks of tho little stream were 
covered with bodies. Many bodies 
had been carried to Tatar DnKardjik, u 
distance of thirty, miles. The town 
had 9,000 inhabitants. There now re- 
main twelve hundred. Many who 
escaped had returned recently, weep- 
ing, and moaning over their ruined 
homes. Their sorrowful wailing could
